Pictured at left, one of the 
treasures of QCWA, We have re- 
produced the front page of a 
Woolworth Store notebook, 75 
pages long, paper bound, that 
sold for $0.39 in 1947, In it 
are recorded the first nine 
and one-half years of QCWA's 
financial records and History.. 


The beginning of 1948 saw the 
treasury with $34 collected. 
January 1, 1949 saw the balance 
at $210.49, 


Many old calls are listed as 
having paid dues of $1.00 per 
year, Money was collected for 
a banquet...77 tickets sold at 
$3.50 each, in 1948, Among the 
records are 40-addressograph 
plates, a total of $3.20...the 
last we purchased were 0.75 ea. 
In 1954, 500 postcards were sent 
at a total cost, postage, print- 
ing and so forth, $37.22. 


The earliest records were kept 
by David Talley, W2PF.. In 1953 
he turned over the records to 
Ralph G, Barber, W22M. 


Most of our old records are not 
available,..lost or destroyed 
but, we do have this book and 
it is treasured memorabilia.

SUMMARY OF MINUTES, QCWA BOARD MEETING, June 18, 1982 


All of the directors except Laurence Harvey, N6LY, Ronald Hesler, VEISH and 
Harry Gartsman, W6TAC, were present. Because of unforséen elevation to the 
position of ARRL Atlantic Division Director, Hugh Turnbull, W3ABC, tendered his 
resignation as secretary. Max Arnold, W4WHN, will serve in this position tempor- 
arily. 


The 1982 filing with the Internal Revenue Service was accomplisehd by the 
former treasurer prior to the required date. The treasurer has initiated an im- 
proved set of records to facilitate future sudits and provide an annual statement 
for the Membership in the Spring Issue of QCWA NEWS. 


The General Manager reported that the latest membership number issued was 16100 
and that there had been 650 new members since the first of January. It is ex- 
pected that the new Membership Roster with a Silent Key separate supplement will 
be issued prior to October 1. Because of increased costs, the price of membership 
pins will increase to $7.00 effective October 1, 1982. Approximately 1300 ballots 
have been received so far in connection with the proposed increase in the size of 
the Board of Directors. Efforts for the 1982 and 1983 annual convention meetings 
are well under way. An Ad-Hoc committee chaired by Vice President Smith, W5KL, 
was formed to coordinate the annual QCWA Awards. 


Changes were voted in the by-laws to provide for Family Membership. They are 
published elsewhere in this issue and become effective January 1, 1983. The Vice 
President continues to seek more input from the membership to help his committee's 
long range planning efforts. 


In order to provide better service to the membership, the headquarters office was 
authorized to purchase a copying machine,

to an eligible husband or wife, brother or sister, son or daughter, father or mother 
of another member living at the same address who is either a Regular or a Life 
Member paying dues in accordance with Article II. 


Amend Article || with a new section 3 and renumbering the present Section 3, 4, 5 
and 6 as 4, 5, 6 and 7, respectively. 


New Section 3 to read as follows: Each applicant for Family Membership shall remit 
an entry fee of three dollars ($3.00) plus dues of ten dollars ($10.00) for three 
years. Family members shall receive all of the rights and privileges of Regular 
Membership with the exception of receiving publications. The entry fee will be 
waived for Regular Members converting to Family Membership. 


On motion by Mr. Arnold, the Board unanimously VOTED to amend the by-laws as set 
out above, Effective January 1, 1983.

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== QCWA NEWS ES = QUARTER CENTURY WIRELESS ASSOCIATION 
WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS - PART II 


This is the second part of a fun-type account of the Brit- 
ish Royal Air Force experiences with radio communication in 
the 1920's and 1930's, this time dealing with a trip bay air 
from Scotland to Singapore between September and December, 
1930. 


Doesn't sound very exciting or important in these days 
when jet lag is the only problem in such a journey, but in 
1930 only a few "intrepid aviators" such as Australian Bert 
Hinckley, Jim Mollinson and, of course a tough - 
called Amy Johnson, had covered this route by air. 
were very few airfields indeed, and these pioneers used 
grass fields and horse race tracks near to cities where it 
was thought that fuel might be available. Navigation was 
strictly by compass, "seat of the pants" and schoolboy at- 
lases or marine charts. No radio communications or Nav- 
aids were available. 


The political organisation of the world in those days was 
much simpler. The British kept the peace from Europe 
through the Mediterranean, Middle East, Africa, India and 
Malaya to Australia and New Zealand, The Americas and the 
Pacific were a U.S. responsibility. This was, of course, a 
tacit, unspoken arrangement, and the French and Japanese 
didn't like it very much, but it worked until the rebirth 
of German Imperialism and the timidity of our politicians 
led to World War II, Against that background, the British 
Government decided in 1928/29, to send a Squadron of Torpe- 
do bombers to Singapore. Their idea was to strengthen Far 
East Defenses, to open up an "Empire Route" for the fledg- 
ling Imperial Airways (Later B,0.A.C and now British Air- 
ways), and I'm sure that inter-service rivalry (rife then 
as now) inclined the RAF to "invade" the Royal Navy's 
stronghold on Singapore Island. 


A frantic search then ensued for airfields, and several 
rather inadequate ones were built very hastily between Kar- 
achi (then the end of Imperial Airways route to India) and 
Singapore. A search was also on for "fearless airmen" who 
could crew the 8 Hawker Horsley Torpedo Bombers over some 
8800 miles of unfamiliar and sometimes dangerous territory: 


Some very experienced pilots were found, and as one of 
the fairly limited number of trained "Wireless-Operator- 
Air Gunner-Navigators then available, I was "volunteered" 
to ride shotgun in one of the two aircraft fitted with 
“wireless.'' Because the Squadron Commander's aircraft 
burst a fuel tank somewhere along the route, it turned out 
that our aircraft led the way, and landed first at Singa- 
pore on December 12, 1930. 


To cut a long story short, we followed a rather devious 
route to Karachi, various diversions from the "civil" route 
being dictated by countries which did not want to be over- 
flown by military aircraft, and this part of the journey 
took about four weeks, At Karachi, we completely rebuilt 
several of our aircraft, and stayed six weeks, chiefly be- 
cause the airfields further down the line were not ready... 
Communications during this first part of the journey were 
mainly on the 900 meter (333 kHz) "aviation" frequency, and 
some Direction Finding stations were even available here 
and there to give us the odd navigational bearing. 


After Karachi, life on the air became a little more dif- 
ficult, although the RAF ground stations were very helful 
until we ran out of their range. Communications from Cal- 
cutta on down to Singapore were with ships and shore sta- 
tions on 600 meters (500 kHz) and, surprisingly, one or two 
"Hams," who had built MF transmitters especially to try to 
contact us. 


A highlight of the whole trip was the station at Victoria 
Point (the southernmost point of Burma, adjoining what is 
now Thailand), Arriving in Karachi I received a brief on 
the available radio stations which included "Victoria Point 
~ callsign VIV - Transmitter 10 kW synchronous spark - re- 
ceiver, crystal detector. (NB...this station built in 1911 
has drifted off frequency - look around 750 meters!)". 
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BY KEITH STREET, G3DKS 
Since our still air range was 660 miles, and Victoria 
Point was a new airfield about 500 miles south of Rangoon 
and 500 miles north of Alor Star in Malaya, it seemed im- 
portant to contact him, and I was on CW! 


Not to be defeated by his spark-only receiver, I built an 
interruptor wheel" for the wind-driven 100 volt HT (B +) 
airborne generator, after many hours work on a treadle-dri- 
ven lathe. This wheel broke the B-negative at about 800 Hz 
thus providing a spark-sounding transmitter. It was made 

from alternate segments of brass and bakelite. 


Halfway between Rangoon and the new, still uncompleted 
airfield at Victoria Point, I started to call "VTV de GEZHK" 
and eventually he came back and we found out about the 
weather (lousy) and fuel (non-existant), The VIV operator 
evidently had a very slow T/R switch, since he had us wait 
two minutes between each transmission--I later found out 
why. 


On the ground (side-slipping the aeroplane down between 
150 foot high trees, in pouring rain) I tried to set up a 
portable station to find out about our missing fuel, but 
since the power came from a hand-driven generator and the 
pilots all took off for shelter in a hurry when this hard 
work became apparent, we decided to visit the VIV station 
(about 10 miles away) and get a message through to Burma 
Oil Company. The British District Officer (also the plant- 
er and owner of the local teak forest, the engineer who 
built the airfield, and everything else for 200 miles in 
every direction!), lent us his ancient car and we set off, 
The first hazard was to cross several deep chasms on bridges 
consisting of four planks, and then, as we climbed the hill 
crowned by four ancient wooden antenna towers, one heard a 
noise resembling that of a huge circular saw. It went.... 
"Ching-er-ter CHI-ING/ CHI-ING/ Ching-er-ter CHI-ING" and 
spelt out (in Calcutta Morse) VI'V. Approaching this sta- 
tion, the noise slowly died away, as the huge spark genera- 
tor slowed to a stop. 


We were met by a very jolly-looking Madrasi gentleman, 
who turned out to be the operator and officer-in-charge of 
this living museum-piece W/T station, He plied us with 
Schotch from what seemed to be that day's already half-emp- 
ty bottle, and then asked me if I'd like to send a message 
to Rangoon, to chase up the oil company, Naturally, I 
accepted, and sat down at the large brass key, headphones 
clamped on, listening for a break in VTR's traffic with 
ships in range. This came eventually, and having already 
written our message out, I indicated readiness to transmit. 
Our friend then produced a police whistle from a drawer and 
blew a loud blast. Shortly the shack door opened and a 
small Tamil in a turban and shorts appeared and said, 
"Sahib?" Our friend rattled off a sentence in Tamil, and 
his assistant ran to what looked like an outdoor privy, 
the door of which, however, gave onto an ancient single- 
cylinder kerosene engine. Seizing a handle on the enormous 
flywheel, the little one spun it manfully, and soon it 
spluttered into life - TONK, TONK-A-TONK, TONK. After 
about a minute the needle of a150 volt meter in front of me 
started to move. When it reach 110 volts, the operator 
threw several switches, moved a large handle, the motor 
generator to our right groaned into life. After another 
minute or so, I was given ‘the nod (no one could speak in 
that noise) to transmit- Pressing the key, I leapt about 
three feet in the air, as 10 kW sparks leapt from the ro~ 
tating star wheel to a huge brass knob in the antenna tun- 
ing syst em. Summoning courage to hit the key again, 
amidst incredible noise and the stink of ionized air, I 
called VTR de VIV, and sent our urgent message. Fortun- 
ately VTR knew enough to wait a while before coming back 
with a series of "R's." Now, I kfew why it took VIV so 
long to change from receive to transmit! Incidentally, 
that station was replaced by a bang-up modern CW station in 
1936. Probably it is still there. 


Returning late that night, feeling no pain at all, we 
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WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS - PART II (CONT.) 


charged across the gaps in the cliffs, slept in our D.0. 
friend's bungalow, and over the next few days by some mir- 
acle, a string of Model T trucks delivered 1000 gallons of 
80/20 gas in battered 4-gallon cans, Meantime a few hun- 
dred of our friend's labor force cut down trees so that our 
four aircraft could take off. 


We then pressed on through more tropical storms, down the 
Malay Peninsula to Singapore which was to be our base for 
the next five years. The only minor prblem on this leg was 
that the Penang ship-shore station informed me that Alor 
Star airfield was under one to two feet of water. As we 
were low on fuel at that point, I deemed it best not to 
pass the word to the pilots of the other three aircraft. 
‘The method used was morse code sent on a Navy-type "Aldis" 
signal lamp, and I reckoned they probably wouldn't read 
it correctly anyway, So we all landed with a mighty splash 
(good practice for torpedo types) and waited another two 
or three days for the weather to clear. QSL cards were 
later received from the VU's and VS's worked enroute and 
even one from "DMEM," the new German cruiser "Emden," with 
whose operators we had exchanged pleasantries somewhere in 
the Bay of Bengal. Communications are much easier today, 
but certainly 50 years ago, it was more fun!.

"DLL'S CORNER, W6DLL" 


In this issue we have a review of a book on a subject 
which I consider one of the most important that we face. 
Were it of lesser importance, I might apologize for having 
only one, but read on, I think you will agree. 


COMING ATTRACTIONS DEPARTMENT. Immediately after we went 
to press with Shrader's Electronic Communication, we were 
solicited by McGraw-Hill relative to another book by the 
same author: Amateur Radio. For my money, when McGraw- 
Hill solicits us, our fine little magazine has arrived! 


Without Fear or Favor, Harrison E, Salisbury, Times Books, 
New York, 1980, 630 pp, List of material sources (7 pages), 


Notes (3 pages), Index (15 pages). 


The term biography normally refers to the history of a 
person, If it could ever be employed relative to a thing-- 
perhaps an institution would be a more accurate word--this 
is perhaps one of the most highly-deserved cases. If I may, 
then, this is the biography of the New York Times, and a 
richly illuminating biography it is too. 


We've come a long way since Adolph S. Ochs chose the words 
"To Give the News Impartially without Fear or Favor Regard- 
less of any Party, Sect or Interest Involved" as the slogan 
of the rechristened New York Times (1896), Quite obviously 
the New York Times has come at least the same distance, and 
we are already hung up on one word: come. Perhaps the New 
York Times didn't "come; perhaps it "led." Some might go 
so far as to use the word "dragged." 


To determine the cart/horse sequence of things here, it 
is necessary to examine the question of Editorial Policy. 
Always it is asked, "What is the Editorial Policy of a 
paper?" There are, of course, many answers because it is a 
question of relative to what? One might ask, "What is the 
policy regarding ERA, economics, our relations with NATO, 
etc, A bit earlier it could have been prohibition and 
votes for women. 


What concerns us in Mr. Salisbury's Without Fear or Favor 
is the question of the interaction (a cute "in" word that 
puts me safely in a neutral corner) between the editorial 
policy of the New York Times and the United States Govern- 
ment. There are incidents of a prologue nature: The bay of 
Pigs, the role of Guatemala, lesser thing. Even Watergate 
was introductory, but finally we come to the grand confron- 
tation, The Pentagon Papers. 


Here the conflict between a powerful newspaper and the 
United States Government become direct. In-as-much as both 
gladiators are still very mich alive, it was not "to the 
death" but it certainly was a "no holds barred" donnybrook. 
Legally, there appears no question whatever that numerous 
violations of the Espionage Act were committed. Morally, 
it may be argued that our nation was better served by the 
violations than by the law. And therein lies the conflict- 
-which may be more important than we think. 


To begin with, all game plans involve withholding some 
information from prospective opponents. Only a simpleton 
would say, "I have a hidden ace." You do not expose your 
bridge hand for the opposition's inspection. Not too many 
talkative quarterbacks are in uniform for Monday morning's 
practice. So considerable grounds exist for the enactment 
of something like the Espionage Act. The penalties are re- 
quired to assure that the act is obeyed. 


On the other hand, people are people--not infallible peo- 
ple, just people. We can expect people then to demonstrate 
their "just people" nature by making mistakes. If such 
non-error-free people have access to a method of putting 
the evidence of their mistakes, poor judgements and even 
decisions which, while right, may be unpopular or politi- 
cally inexpedient, out of sight, it is almost a certainty 
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BUD NEELANDS, W6DLL 
that some of them will resort to just that. The authority 
to classify material affords, among other things, this op- 
tion. So it would seem that some need exists to prevent 
misuse of such a classifying process. 


How these two requirements, safeguarding military infor- 
mation and assuring a totally free press, may be simultan- 
eously satisfied is a problemfor wiser heads than mine, but 
this is the kernel of Salisbury's book. 


All of this brings us to the ambivalant nature of the 
Times! policy if we can agree, when all the returns are in, 
that it had one. If the Times had a policy, it certainly 
was a changeable thing, alternating between principles laid 
down by the news men and those of the editorial staff. The 
basis for such a view may be traced back to "...one of Mr. 
Ochs' firm principles--the total separation of news and 
editorial function." (direct quote from page 43 of the 
book). 


On the changeability of the Times’ policy, whereas we 
find on page 30 a very strong reference to the effect that 
in earlier days, "....The Times, so far as possible, con- 
sistent with honest journalism, attempts to act and support 
those who are charged with responsibility for Government." 
On the other hand, in 1964, the Times unleashed a stream of 
editorials critical of the Johnson administration which 
totally disavowed continuation of any such policy at that 
time, 


From a position now clearly separated from dedicated sup- 
port of the Government and openly critical thereof, it is a 
change in degree only, not in kind, to a deliberate viola- 
tion of the U. S. law in the Times' publication of the 
classified Pentagon Papers, 


Two questions stand unanswered, One: did the Times have 
a unified policy, and if so, was it loyal to the Government 
or for that matter was it in keeping with the spirit of 
constitutional government as originally set out? Or did 
the Times feel that it knew better than the Government or 
the people what was in their best interest? Second ques- 
tion: who determined that policy? The publisher? Very 
doubtful; he took a very inactive role in the operations. 
The managing editor? The board of editors which met to- 
gether frequently? Possibly the policy was a consensus 
like thing derived only from the accumulated opinions ex- 
pressed by a number of highly skilled feature writers; it 
might be so; they enjoyed a tremendous freedom of express- 
ion. 


And you are faced with an additional problem. You have 
Winston Churchill's famous "puzzle inside a connundrum 
wrapped in an enigma."" To start, you have the nature and 
objectives of the Times itself, Secondly, you must deal 
with author Salisbury's credibility. Although the dust 
jacket carries words: An uncompromising look at the New 
York Times, we should be aware of the fact that the author 
was associated with the Times from 1949 until 1972, Wheth- 
er anyone can be objective after so lengthy an association 
with his subject is certainly open to question, And fi- 
nally, you must ask the same question about me: is the re- 
view truly unbiased? 


One thing shines clear and bright in this contradictory 
maze. The question of a free press must be continuously 
scrutinized. The nature of its interaction with national 
security is probably one of the most difficult problems we 
face. 


Do I recommend the book? If I had my way, it would be 
required reading simply because I believe the subject mat~ 
ter is that important. 


Just bear in mind, as you read, the difficulty of main-

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GUEST EDITORIAL 


In my first letter to QCWA, let me begin by saying how 
proud I am to be part of such an outstanding group of ama- 
teurs, Licensed in 1954, I guess I'm one of the kids yet, 
and perhaps should be "seen and not heard! for a while. 
But, I have a few things I need to get off my chest. 


I'm worried about the state of our hobby. I'm disgusted 
(and saddened) to see one of the few remaining institutions 
of decency and excellence fall under attack by a loud min- 
ority, A minority painfully representative of a disease 
which is spreading throughout our society, A society which 
has chosen to turn away from the''old" values, and confuses 
rights with privileges, gifts with earnings. Rules and 
order are treated with contempt. 


Many of you helped formulate the regulations and order 
which created the framework for the amateur service, so I 
turn to you now for help. 


Let's restore the so-called old values: respect for the 
individual, courtesy, integrity, and hard work. Mention 
any of these words on some of our Southern California 2- 
meter repeaters and I'll guarantee you'll be greeted with 
obscenities. Try to conduct a friendly QSO and you'll be 
jammed, When this happens, day after day, it's so very 
hard to keep from shouting back. Yet, that’ just what they 
want. . .recognition, «Swear back at them and they love it. 
Remind them about regulations and they laugh (we're told 
it's a free country.) 


Another arena full of street-fighting, jamming, and whole- 
sale cheating, is the DXCC Honor Roll quest. How much 
honor is left on that list today? 


As if this weren't enough, we are faced with an FCC which 
wants to delete many of our regulations, and seems confi- 
dent that our self-policing will keep everything on an even 
keel, No-code licenses have been proposed. Books are 
readily available today which make it possible for anyone 
to pass the written exams without even understanding the 
questions. Only the code exam has to be earned with honest 
labor. Remove that, and the floodgates will open. 


As the senior citizens of amateur radio, what are we to 
do? We can settle down as a comfortable social club, rem- 
iniscing over the good old days, and complaining about the 
present, sad state of affairs. We can kid ourselves into 
believing that our seniority gives us a right to act as 
policemen, judges, and vigilantes. We can use our exper- 
tise to develop new jamming techniques. We can show that 
we know a few swear words too. And, whenever anyone tries 
to remind us that we're turning our backs on the old order, 
we can tell them that this is what society wants, and that 
the problem is just too big for us. We can't beat them, so 
we'll join them. 


I would pull the plug on ham radio forever if I thought 
you'd take that route. But have we really examined our re- 
sponsibilities? We didn't join QCWA just to prove that we 
could hang around the ham world for 25 years. We didn't 
join simply to become a part of an old-timers club either. 
The "Quarter Century" in our name doesn't imply old, inact- 
ive, outdated. It stands for experience, achievement, and 
collective wisdom, That's what I ask from you now. You, 
above all other-groups, are most qualified to help resur- 
rect, and rebuild. 


We must change the present condition and direction of ham 
radio. We must band together and give the FCC and our 
elected officials advice and counsel, so that they'll be 
able to support us.

We have to point out the technicological rewards of keeping 
a well ordered environment for experimentation and develop- 
ment. And let's not forget our role as teachers, for the 
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young people who will enter the job market using the skills 
acquired through amateur radio. 


We can bring health and vitality back to our hobby if 
we're willing to get involved. If each QCWA Chapter would 
compose a group letter expressing its views and concerns 
and mail to the appropriate offices, we could make things 
happen. The old-fashioned way...by cooperation and hand

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 


must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 


eligibility must be given. Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in many cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 

An entry fee of $3 ischarged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues inthe amount of $9 for 
one year, or $15 for two years or, $19 for 3 
years membership, is payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $75, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $25 each. Upon competion of payment Life 
Membership Certificate and membership card is 
sent. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member, The numbers are never reissued 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold Certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members.

65th ANNIVERSARY GOLDEN CERTIFICATE is issued to those 
QCWA members who have completed 65 years as a licensed 
amateur. Proof of such licensing must be supplied to- 
gether with an application for the Certificate. 


70th ANNIVERSARY GOLDEN CERTIFICATE is issued to those 
QCWA members who have completed 70 years as a licensed 
amateur, Proof of such licensing must be supplied to- 
gether with an application for the Certificate. 


QCWA CENTURY CLUB CERTIFICATE is issued to those QCWA 
members meeting the following requirements: Eligibil- 
ity is based on a members age plus his years in QCWA
